"We have in C alifornia n r> system of obtain­ 
in g in advance reports of crops. 
This is one 
o f the greatest needs of the agricultural inter­ 
ests of the S tate. 
T he producer here has to 
it blind, and take his chances as on a gam ­ 
bling table, w ith a |>ercjntage generally 
Against him . 
O ur le g islatu re has always 
been too m uch engaged in other directions to 
have its attention attracted to the interests of 
agriculture. 
I t has, it is true, authorized the 
S urveyor G eneral to furnish Assessors w ith 
b lan k s on which to collect and retu rn statin- 
tica of crops one year prior to the current 
year ; th a t is to «ay, in 1882 the Assessors 
a re to return the product of 1831, and the 
Surveyor-G eneral is to em body these in sta­ 
tistical tables in his report to the G overnor 
in 1882 
There is not an Assessor of any in­ 
telligence in the S tate th a t does not fee at a 
glance th a t these item s, coming as they do a 
y e ar after th e harvest of the crops, can 
be 
of 
b u t 
little 
practical 
value, 
even 
if 
correctly 
»nd 
fully 
collected. 
H ence there i* not an Assessor in the S tate 
th a t feels any interest in their collection and 
retu rn . 
B a t this is not all ; the law provides 
n o pay for the extra w ork of the Assessors, 
an d hence they have no inducem ent to do the 
w ork properly, and they do not. 
The defec­ 
tiv e and m eager reports published annually 
a t the cost of the S tate are, therefore, not 
only of no practical value to anyone, but 
th ey are an actual dam age to the best inter­ 
ests of the S tate. 
They are pu t before the 
public in an official m anner, and, therefore, 
w ith the sanction and approval, as to correct­ 
ness, of the S tate, and are'.fjr this reason cal­ 
culated to m islead w herever their character is 
n o t well understood. 
S tatistics of produc­ 
tion. to be of value for com m ercial refer­ 
ence, should have th e q uality of correct­ 
ness 
and 
reliability, 
and 
to 
be 
of 
any 
value 
to 
the 
producers, 
should 
include 
the 
appearance 
and 
promise 
of th e crops in advance. 
T he statistics 
collected iu this S tate have neither of the*e 
characteristics, and hence are of no value to 
an y class of our citizens, and are calculated 
to m islead w herever circulated outside the 
S tate. 
If there is any one subject upon 
w hich legislation is needed at 
the 
next 
session 
of 
our 
Legislature, 
it 
is 
th is subject of statistics of production. 
The 
national censa*, taken once in ten years, be­ 
comes a valuable record for reference as to 
the past, b u t it is of no value to the farm er 
in calculating upon the dem and and tup p ly of 
a single article produced on the farm . 
In 
the absence of statistics of growing crops the 
business of farm ing is, to a great extent, a 
m atter 
of 
alternate 
over 
products 
and 
low, 
unrem unerative 
prim e, 
and scant 
production 
and 
high 
prices. 
T he 
result 
is alternate los* to the producer, and hard 
tim es to th« laborirg consum er. 
To avoid 
these alternate disadvantages to the citizen is 
one of the highest and plainest duties of a 
governm ent. 


Sheep In C alifornia. 
A ccording to the last census report C ali­ 
fornia leads all the other S tates in the num ­ 
ber of sheep owned w itnin her border?. 
The 
num ber of Bheep credited to our S tate is 
4,152,349, while the whole num ber of sheep 
in the U nited States is 35,191.656, giving to 
C alifornia a little less than one-ninth of all 
the sheep in the whole country. 
Consider­ 
ing th a t bu t very few farm ers have intro­ 
duced the sheep ©u to their farm s as a p art 
of the stock on the same, we m ake a very 
good showing in num bers. 
If there is any 
defect in the C alifornia system of general 
farm ing this lack of sheep on the farm is one 
o f them . 
The num ber of sheep in the S tate 
could be increased 50 per cent, w ithout in­ 
creasing the num ber in the present flockB, 
and w ithout curtailing the feed on th e ranees 
occupied by these fl >cks. 
W e have no doubt 
th a t the grain farm ers burn straw enough 
every year to w inter in good condition half 
an many sheep as are now owned in the State. 
The sum m er-fallows th a t now go w ith ;ut 
being fed off during the sum m er m >ntbs would 
go a loDg way tow ards keeping this num ber 
of sheep in condition during the sum m er, 
and thus the C alifornia farm ers annually 
waste in straw and feed an am ount repre­ 
seating nearly half the annual profits on 
sheep in the S tate. 
In other words, if the 
general grain farm ers would introduce sheep 
on their farms, as the farrnerB of New Y ork, 
Ohio, Illinois and c th -r farm ing States of the 
M ississippi valley and A ’.L o tic slope have 
done, the num ber of sheep in the S tate could 
be increased 50 per cent, w ith bu t a very 
little ad itional cost for keeping, and the net 
incom e from this class of stock would be 
nearly doubled. 
Of all classes of stock, 
sheep are th e easiest f*d from the waste- 
grow th of th e farm. 
N o other dom estic 
anim al is so em phatically a weed destroyer as 
th e sheep, and no other can ba so easily 
w orked iu w ith grain raising. 
None co nes 
so handy in the way of supplying the tai ls 
of th e farm er at a 1 seasons of the year with 
fresh m eat. 
The straw th a t is burned annu­ 
ally in the S tate, if turned into wool aud 
m utton, would add no inconsiderable eom to 
th e aggregate of our agiicultural incomes. 
.For general f *rm use it m ay be th a t the long 
an d medium wooled sheep would be prefer­ 
able to the pure meiinop. 
T he pure South- 
downs and their crosses are preferred on the 
farm s in the A tlantic S tates and E agU nd on 
account of the earlier m atu rity and natural 
fattin g qualities of the lamb?. 
U nder the 
present system of sheep keeping in the S tate, 
exclusively ia Urge bauds on extensive sheep 
ranges, we have annually a tim e in the spring 
of the year when m utton is poor and high 
priced. 
Iu fieri, we have no early lamb*, or 
com paratively none, in our m arkets ; but at 
th e tim e w htn the Eoglish people and the 
people of the E isteru States are enj lying 
th eir fresh, fat iam b and m int sauce, we are 
eating poor and tough m utton. 
There is 
m oney in sheep on the old farm plan for the 
farm ers th a t will intro luce this plan and fol­ 
low it up system atically. 
G^od fat lam bs in 
A pril, M ay an 1 Ju n e would sell for more 
th an old n.utton sheep bring now a t th a t 
tim e of the year. 


T he Cx as a W ork A nim al. 
F ifty years ago th e ox was in use as a work 
anim al throughout all the then N orthern and 
W estern S tates on alm ost every farm . 
V ery 
few farm ers bu t had one yoke of oxen and 
very m any had no t less tb.au tw o and three 
yoke. 
T he ox was an indispensable accom­ 
p anim ent in th e settlem ent and clearing up 
of the new States, and rem ained on the farm 
as a cecessury assistant in plowing and culti­ 
vating new and stum py laud. 
Farm ers then 
vied w ith eaffi other in breaking th eir [steers 
to be experts in legging and in plowing aronnd 
stu m p s iu the 
half 
cleared w heat-tielia 
O xen w ere m uch cheaper, and 
where a 
farm er could not afford to keep both oxen 
and horse?, the ox team was preferred to the 
horse team . 
In th e biok woods of the W est 
ern S tates a horse team on a farm was very 
seldom found. 
O xea w ere used on the road 
for short distances alm ost universally among 
th e farm ers of th* sa days, and great pride 
was taken ia getting together m atched team s 
of steers, and iu breaking them to travel cff 
b ii-k iy on the road before a wagon or sleigh. 
A s the lo n n tty has b¿en settled and cleared 
u p the u*e of oxen on the farm has become 
g radually les* common, u n til now hois s and 
uiuies have very generally sup rseded them , 
t-xcr p f- in heavily wooded new di-tric 8 ■ f the 
F a r W est. 
By a rtu d y of the late na i nu 
enum eration of dom estic anim als by th - 
Census Bureau, wo m .y >ee how rapidty th 
ox is going c u t of use. 
In 1S70 the whole 
num ber of oxen rep rted in the U nited 
S tates 
was 
1.325,296, 
while 
in 
1880 
th e num b t reported was bu t 993 970, or a 
decrease of 25 per cent. 
Since th e w»r th ­ 
eatre auth o rity reveals the fact th a t while 
oxen are decreasing in the whole country and 
p articu larly in 
the W estern crain-raising 
S tates, they are -ncreaHing i* the S inthern 
e o tt m -rv -irg States. Alabam a, f r instance, 
is reto rted to have 75 534. an increase over 
the num ber r p r»**d in !>70 of 28 per c a n t, 
w hile I ¡lin<*i?, iu 1S80, 1.' i out 3,546. Iv irg a 
decrease in ten yea s of 83 p**r c nt. 
M is-is-

Ia M issouri the num 
b*r of oxen decreased between 1870 and 1880, 
86 per cent., while in Ohio the decrease for 
the same period was 65 per cent.

In M aine there are reported 
in 1880

W hile oxen have decreased 25 per cent, in 
the whole country, m ilch cow? have in the 
same period, ten years, increased 39 per cent. 
It is probable th at beside the fre t th a t the 
horse is found the better anim al w ith which 
to cultivate the soil in a country cleared of 
its tim ber, the price of beef has had some in­ 
fluence in chanKiog the ox for the horse as a 
w ork anim al on the farm . 
W hen the horse 
i? better adapted to the farm as an anim al of 
all work, he will do for the plow, for the 
freight wagon, the fam ily carriage and the 
b Jggy. and these latter have come into use 
by farm ers w ithin the ten ye»rs last past 
m uch more rapidly than at auy form er like 
period. 


Im p o r ts o f W h e a t I n to th e U n ite d K in g ­ 
dom . 
From the d r a in R tv ta o we take the follow­ 
ing tab u lar statem ent of the w heat im ported 
into the U nited Kingdom of G reat B ritain 
during the m onth of M ay, 1882. 
W e call 
attention to the com parative large am ount 
received from th e Pacific coast, being more 
th an one-fourth the entire am ount im ported 
during th a t m onth. 
W e also suggest th at 
this large am ount from the Pacific coast so 
late in the harvest year is probably caused by 
the longer passage our wheat has to m ake 
and the longer tim e consum ed in th a t pas­ 
sage. 
F rom this showing it m ay be seen, to 
some extent, the disadvantage we have been 
laboring under in m arketing our w heat, be­ 
hind all other w heat-exporting countries, in 
tim e, and of course w ith a large freight and 
insurance bill to pay. 
W ith shorter route 
and quicker passage we can, to a great ex­ 
tent, do aw ay w ith these last-nam ed disad­ 
vantages, and, we hope, also a share of the 
first extra freight.

H orses can n o t w ork on stone pave­ 
m ents, n o r on icy roads, w ith o u t being 
shod. 
T h ere ia no d o u b t th a t farm horses 
are shod m uch m ore th a n is needed. 
On 
m ost farm s very little atten tio n is paid to 
th e care of horses’ feet. 
T he d ry p lank 
floors of m ost stab les are in ju rio u s to th e 
feet, having a tendency to m ake them d ry 
and b rittle , in stead of tough and elastic, as 
th ey should be, w h eth er they go w ith o u t 
shoeing o r not. 
E x rth floors are m uch the 
best fsr th e feet, and stone or cem ent are 
b e tte r th an plank. 
T heriT is m uch differ- 
ference 
in 
horses, 
fom e 
hav in g 
flat, 
b rittle 
hoofs, 
th a t 
will 
b reak 
off 
and 
keeps 
them 
tender-footed 
even 
w hile 
colts 
in 
th e 
p astu re, 
and 
others have tough hoofs th a t w ill bear a 
g reat am o u n t of w ear w ith o u t shoeing. 
If 
those th a t are b rittle are k e p t properly 
trim m ed th ey w ill no t be ao liable to break, 
an d if th e y are k e p t m oist and do nu t 
stan d on bard d ry floors th e y ear round 
th ey w ill often im prove. 
T h e expense of 
shoeing and th e iü ju ry th a t is liable to be 
done to th e feet by ignorant sm iths, ren d er 
it advisable to do ail th a t is possible to p re­ 
v e n t th e necessity for shoeing ; b u t some 
atte n tio n is needed. 
If the co lt is n o t shod 
from th e beginning he will get along w ith ­ 
o u t shoes m uch b e tte r th an if he is shod at 
first, and afterw ard s m ade to go w ith o u t. 
F arm horses th a t go on the road b u t little 
and are k e p t a t slow w ork w ill do w ith o u t 
shoeing, b u t for d riv in g on th e road th ere 
are few horses and few roads th a t w ill en­ 
able them to go w ith o u t shoes. 
A horse shoer should 
be m ore th a n a 
_ood m echanic. 
H e should u n d erstan d 
th e anatom y of th e horse’s foot and be 
able to apply his know ledge in th e con­ 
stru c tio n and fitting of shoes to each in d i­ 
vidual norse or f o o t; adapting th e shoe to 
th e hoof and to th e w ork th e horse has to 
do, and n o t try to m ake every hoof w ork 
to th e sam e sty le of shoe and fastened in 
th e sam e m anner. 
E very black sm ith now 
ia a horse-shoer w h eth er he know s a n y ­ 
th in g ab o u t a horse or not, b u t th e tim e 
should com e speedily w hen horse ow ners 
should dem and for horse-shoeing m en of 
sk ill in th a t branch— those w ho have m as­ 
tered som e of th e principles in v o l/e d , and 
who u n d erstan d th e ir business. 
I t ia c ru ­ 
elty to th e horse an d loss to th e ow ner to 
have shoeing poorly done, an d it rests en ­ 
tirely w ith ow ners and d riv ers w h eth er it 
shall be so or not. — [P h ilad elp h ia R ecord.

“ So yon »re really going to Ireland, old 
fellow, and at such a time ?" 
“ Yes. Why not.” 
“ Look out for the Fenians ! See that 
they don’t captare yon, and keep you as a 
British hostage.” 
“ Stuff 1 There are no Fenians." 
“ Oh, aren’t there though ! Yes, by St. 
Patrick, and Fenianesses too- just ask 
Gerald Barrymore !” 
“ Why, I am going over to Gerald Bar­ 
rymore. I am going to spend the time 
with him —hunt and course and fish, and 
all the rest of it.” 
“ Well, /if says there are Fenians no 
end.” 
“ Oou’fc believe a word of it, although 1 
am sure he thinks it if he says so. There 
isn’t pluck enough ia the population to 
make anything like a formidable movement 
of any kind. I'll undertake to rout any 
band of Fenians that may come in my way 
with this cane.” 
“ Misguided young man, farewell: If 
you should lall a victim to your rashness, 
I’ll write yonr epitaph !” 
“ Thank yon, my dear fellow ! That is 
indeed adding a new terror to death. It 
will make me doubly careful of my precious 
existence 1” 
So the two friends parted, smiling. This 
dialogue took place one soft bright day of 
late autumn in the pleasant Temple Gar­ 
dens, in the heart of London—the Temple 
Gardens of York and Lancaster and the 
lied and W hite Hoses ; of Addison and 
Steele and Sir Roger de Ooverly ; of Ruth, 
Pecksniff and Tom Pinch ; ot Arthur Pen- 
deunis and Stunning Warrington. 
The two friends who thus talked and 
parted were Tom Gibbs and Laurence 
Spalding. Both were young barristrrs : 
both were as yet briefless ; both were 
writers for newspapers and magazines; 
both wero distinguished and active mem­ 
bers of tho Inns Court of Volunteer Corps, 
familiarly known as the “ Devil’s Own.” 
Laurence Spalding was a tall atiiletic 
yonng fellow, who delighted in the drilling 
and the r.tie-shooting, and the privilege— 
new, strange and dear to young lawyers— 
of wearing the mustacho. He it was w ho, 
on the eve of a visit to Ireland, was speak­ 
ing scorn of Fenianism and the natives of 
Ireland generally. lie had never been in 
Ireland ; and this was just the time when 
the air was rife with rumors of projected 
Fenian insurrection, and before any actual 
rising had taken place to divulge tho real 
proportions 
of 
Fenianism’s military 
strengtb. Laurence Spalding was to be a 
guest of his old chum and fellow student, 
Gerald Barrymore, 
a young Irishman 
who had eatsn his way to the Eng­ 
lish bar, and hoped to distinguish him­ 
self 
there, 
although, 
unlike 
most 
of his compatriots, he was heir to some 
property in Ireland which was actually un­ 
encumbered. Spalding was longing to see 
Ireland ; longing to enjoy his friend's hos­ 
pitality ; longing to be introduced to his 
friend’s beautiful sister, of whom he had 
heard so much. 
Barrvmoro was going over to Ireland 
that night. Iaurence was to follow in two 
or three days. 
Barrymore was to meet 
him in Dublin, and show him over the city: 
then they were to go on together to Barry­ 
more's home in a mountainous, sea-washed, 
southwestern county. The railway would 
only carry them a certain way : the rest of 
the journey must be made by carriage or 
on horseback over mountain roads. 
Now it is so happened that Tom Gibbs, 
who was a good deal of a chatter-box and a 
little of a mischief-maker, met Gerald Bar­ 
rymore half an hour after the conversation 
just reported, and told him, with perhapB 
aome flourish and embellishment, what 
Laurence had been saying about Fenianism 
and the dangers of Irish rebellion. Barry­ 
more’s cheek reddened. He was, like most 
Irishmen, rather sensitive of ridicule ; and, 
moreover, although a loyal British subject, 
he had been descanting somewhat largely, 
at the dinner in the Temple Hall, on the 
formidable nature of the Fenian movement. 
So he felt a good deal annoyed for the 
moment at what Gibbs told him ; but his 
manly good nature presently returned, and 
he resolved to think no more about it. Un­ 
luckily, however, when he got to his Irish 
home he told his sister something of the 
story, and that yonng lady’s pretty cheek 
and bright eyo giowed with pique and re­ 
sentment. 
Grace Barrymore was a bright, animated, 
beautiful girl, with a noble queenly figure 
and curling fair hair. She was highly edu­ 
cated, had lived in France and Italy, had 
all the cuitare oí an Englishwoman of the 
best class, and yet retained an exquisite 
flavor of her own racy nationality. She 
was a motherless girl, and she ruled her 
father and the estate and the tenantry, and 
the whole district generally. Like many 
other true-hearted Irishwomen who have 
seen other countries besides their own, she 
scolded her compatriots a good deal for 
their own benefit, bnt would not hear a 
word said against them by a foreigner, 
especially a Saxon. She was always warn­ 
ing all the "boys” of the place against 
mixing themselves np with the dangerous 
follies of Fenianiam*; and she did not at 
present know of the existence of a single 
Fenian in the neighborhood ; but she 
clenched her little fist, and bit her red lip, 
and mentally vowed vengeance wh: n she 
heard .that a young Englishman had dared 
to sneer at the courage of Fenianism and 
the danger of Irish insurrection. 
Two or three days passed away, and 
Laurence Spalding landed for the tirBt time 
at Kingston, the port of Lublin, where his 
friend Barrymore received him. 
They 
spent two or three other days very joy­ 
ously in the pleasant city. Everywhere 
they heard talk of Fenianism, and expected 
“ risings ” of the most dreadful kind, hav­ 
ing for their object the overthrow of throne, 
church, altar, private property, and every­ 
thing else that respectable persons hold 
sacred. Gerald Barrymore shook his head 
gravely; 
Liurecce 
Spalding laughed 
loudly. 
“ Laurence, my dear fellow. I do wish I 
had been more fortunate in choosing my 
time to bring yon over here.

ex'iesses which prevailed toward the close of 1SS1, 
it is a marvelous revelation of the strength and sta­ 
bility of the trade of the country that so few fail­ 
ures, comparatively, have occurred. It must be 
borne in mind that the number engaged in business 
has greatly increased, as records show that there 
were 730,000 persons in business in 1878, while in 
1882 there are 869,000, an increase of 139,000.

CONCERNING 
BOMB 
CURRENT FALSE 
ASSUMPTIONS. 
Whenever it i« sought, for the purpoie 
of making political capital, to excite public 
hostility against the railrosds, the basis of 
aggression and the pretense for com* 
mnniatic measures is that the means 
wherewith the railroads were built were 
given by the people ; the inference being 
that since the people gave the means they 
have a perfect right to take away again 
what they have given, we suppose. It 
would be easy to show that even as stated 
by the demagogues this is a thoroughly 
untenable position : but in truth the case 
is not as stated by them, aud since the 
false assumptions with which they set out 
breed a perfect swarm of fallacies in 
the end, it is necessary to expose their 
unreality as clearly as possible. One of the 
most potent sources of confusion in discuss* 
ing the railroad question is the tendency to 
mingle cause and effect, and past and pres­ 
ent. The only way to get at the correct 
view is to go hack to the conditions which 
existed when the contract was made be­ 
tween the railroad builders anil the Gov* 
ernments, Federal, State and county. In 
the lirst place such a review demonstrates 
that there was no “ gift” on the part of 
the Governments. 
There was simply a 
contract, which was based upon mutual 
services and considerations. The Govern, 
ment undertook to pay so much money, 
guarantee such and such bonds, or make 
over cel tain landB, in consideration of 
specified things to be done and services to 
be rendered by the corporations. Every 
railroad act in fact is a perfectly plain and 
explicit declaration to the effect that the 
Congress or State Legislature regarded the 
construction of a railroad as being worth so 
much to the community ; the said value 
being represented, in each case, by the 
amount the nation or State, or both, were 
willing to pay to have the work performed. 
Again, in discussing the subsequent re­ 
lations between the public and the rail­ 
roads, demagogues always fall into hopeless 
confusion in regard to the past and present 
values of lands granted the corporations. 
It is common, for example, to read dia­ 
tribes about the wickedness of giving away 
“ the patrimony of the people;” the fact 
being that the past value of the land is 
being measured by its present value, 
whereas its present value is entirely caused 
by the railroads. It was worth nothing at 
all when it was granted. It conld only be 
lifted into productiveness by building rail­ 
roads to and throngh it. So it appears 
that what the Government granted away 
w as without any value to the people at the 
time, and without any other prospective 
value than that which the railroads alone 
could give it. In the next place this land 
was not “ given away." It was paid away 
for value received, and the value was enor­ 
mously in excess of the consideration. In 
exchange for a few million acres of land 
which conld not be utilized, the people 
ha*e obtained whole territories of pro­ 
ductive country. The railroads have made 
easy the settlement of regions which with­ 
out them could not have been brought 
under cultivation for a hundred years. 
They have equalized the comforts and con­ 
veniences of the people. They have put 
the frontier on a level with the centers of 
civilization. They have extended the area 
of profitable production, as regards the 
cereals, enormously. They have enabled 
men to settle thousands of miles further 
from civilization than they ever could 
before. 
They have appreciated land values for hun­ 
dreds of miles on either side of them. Tlioy 
have created permanent land values over 
broad regions which had before no quotable 
value. They have made the property of 
every man within reasonable reach of them 
worth from five to ten times what it was 
before they were built. 
And now, be­ 
cause they have thus literally created 
capital, and have thus enriched the whole 
country, the demagogues make it a cause 
of complaint against them that they have 
so enhanced values everywhere. 
The 
demagogues alBO say, and think it a crush­ 
ing argument, that the Pacific Railroad 
builders did not put much capital into the 
lines personally. Bnt it is evident that 
these demagogues do not know what 
“ capital ” means. 
It does not mean sim­ 
ply money. 
It means brains, energy, 
sagacity, perseverance, courage, judgment, 
tact. Now the proof of what oar railroad 
builders really invested lies in the results 
of their work. When the Pacific Rail­ 
roads were to be built the undertaking 
was open to the whole nation. Congress 
stood ready to contract with any company 
that would take up the enterprise. But 
the whole nation shrank from it. 
How 
long ago is it since Stanford, Crocker, Hop­ 
kins and Huntington opened the books of 
the Central Pacific Railroad in San Fran­ 
cisco, and could not get a single share 
taken ? The truth is all the country was 
afraid of the project, and nobody believed 
in it. 
Those few men came forward and 
risked their all upon it. They faced the 
dangers of the war, the disorganized state 
of the public credit, the dearth of labor, 
the difficulty of procuring funds, and they 
declared their willingness to carry out the 
undertaking. 
Is it not outrageous non­ 
sense to say that they put nothing into the 
project ? 
They took a great contract. The Govern­ 
ment had no idea of “ giving” them any­ 
thing. On the contrary, it believed that it 
had not paid them enough to constitute an 
inducement. 
It made a contract with 
them, paying so much for certain considera­ 
tions. It got alt the consideration it con­ 
tracted for, aud what it has paid in re­ 
turn has been nothing more than it was 
pledged to pay. As to the increase of the 
value of the lands granted for the building 
of the railroads, that increase has been 
caused by the railroads themselves. They 
have doubled and quadrupled the value of 
all the lands in their neighborhood, and 
nothing can be more absurd and illogical 
than to complain because in doing this they 
have also raised the value of their own pos­ 
sessions. The common demagogic asser­ 
tion that the railroads have in some way 
robbed the public, is another stupid fal­ 
lacy. 
What the railroads have done 
is to create values where none exUted, 
and in doing this they have of coarse 
benefited themselves also. 
But the 
truth is that all the current charges 
against the corporations are the loose 
imagining) of demagogues who only 
seek to make political capital for them- 
solves, and who would sacrifice their best 
friends for such a purpose. The railroads 
had to be built, and had to be encouraged, 
And if the country had the work to do 
again, aud should set about it armed with 


all the knowledge derived from actual ex­ 
perience, we assert that it could not get it 
done for anything less than it has paid, 
and that it would be amply warranted in 
paying all that and more too, for the ad­ 
vantages and benefits it has secured 
through the rapid increase of transporta­ 
tion agencies. 


THE INFLUENCE OF THE MIND CFON 
THE BODY. 
That the mind can exert great influence 
upon the body is, of course, familiar to 
all; but comparatively few are aware of 
the extent to which this influence may be 
carried. We have already, in comment­ 
ing upon a recent singular cure through 
Imagination, made some remarks upon 
this subject, but it is so full of interest 
that we may be excused for recurring to 
it. It is indeed not an exaggeration to say 
that the Imagination is capable of affecting 
the body to the extent of destroying life, 
and this in such a way that no examina­ 
tion after death will reveal any lesion 
of vital organs.

his affairs, lie dowD, and in two or three 
hours will die, for no other reason than 
because he believes that he has to die. Tais 
is the fullest conceivable power of the mind 
over the body, but however staggering it 
may be there is no donbt as to the facts. 
And yet, though the causing of death with­ 
out any decay of the organs, or any dis­ 
ease, is almost incomprehensible, it is per­ 
haps not more marvelous than the altera­ 
tion of tissue caused in the same way. A 
very remarkable siory of this kind is noted 
by Dr. Tuke, who vouches for the facts 
as having come within his personal obser­ 
vation. “ A lady was walking by a public 
“ institution where she saw a child, in 
“ whom she was particularly interested, 
“ coming out through an iron gate. She 
“ saw that he let go the gate after opening 
“ it, and that it seemed likely to close 
“ upon him, and concluded that it would 
“ do so with such force as to crush his 
“ ankle; however, this did not happen." 
Bnt as she watched, expecting the acci­ 
dent, she was conscious of an intense pain 
ia her own ankle, corresponding to the one 
which Bhe thought the boy would have im­ 
agined. She could scarcely walk home, and 
w hen she took off her stocking she says: “ I 
“ found a circle round the ankle, as if it had 
“ been painted with red-currant juice, 
“ w*ith a large spot of the same on the 
“ outer part. By morning the whole foot 
“ was inflamed, and I was confined 
“ to my bed for many days." Here, then, 
was evidently so powerful an influence 
exerted as to produce in the tissues precisely 
the same effect as a severe bruise would 
have done. 
The Imagination may play queer tricks 
with us. Instance the case of the batcher, 
who, while hanging a quarter of beef on a 
high hook, slipped from a step-ladder, and 
was caught under the arm by the hook. 
This poor fellow suffered the most excruci­ 
ating pain. His screams were agonizing 
while he hung suspended from the hook. 
When lifted off it he became almost pnlse- 
less, cold at the extremities, livid, and 
collapsed. 
Vet whon his clothes were 
opened to get at the dreadful wound it was 
found that the hook had not entered his 
body at all, having caught in his clothing. 
This caBe serves to show ihat it is possible 
for the Imagination to prodace on the body 
the general effects of severe injuries, and 
it is evident conversely that the same 
agency may by diverting the attention 
enable the body to endure great injuries 
without serious discomfort. In fact ex­ 
perience warrants the conclusion that what 
we firmly and absolutely believe is to us 
that which is. We can thus very literally 
create our own conditions, and what is more 
we may often create and regulate the con­ 
ditions of others. When the Russian con­ 
victs condemned to death were told that 
they were to be put to sleep in beds which 
had been occupied by cholera patients, it 
proved precisely the same to them as 
though this had been true, though it was 
not true. No cholera patients had really 
died in the beds, and yet every convict 
w ho slept in them died of cholera. What 
shall we Bay to the abundant examples of 
the influence of Imagination in the cure of 
diseases ? Skeptics laugh at the stories of 
the wonderful effects of the relics of saints, 
but the skeptics are mistaken, for it is very- 
certain that the saintly relics have acted 
as the leverage by which the Imagination 
acts. 
One of the most curious cases on record 
of this kind is that of Sir Humphrey 
Davy’s cure of paralysis, which is told as 
follows by Dr. Paris : “ Early in life he 
“ was assisting Dr. Beddoes in his experi- 
“ menta on the exhibition of nitrous oxide. 
“ Dr. Beddoes having inferred that this 
“ oxide must be a specific for palsy, a 
“ patient was selected for trial, and placed 
“ under the care of Davy. Before admin- 
“ istering the gas, Davy inserted a small 
“ thermometer under the tongue of the 
“ patient, to ascertain the temperature. 
“ The paralytic man, wholly ignorant of the 
“ [troceas to which he was to Eubmit, but 
“ deeply impressed by Dr. Beddoes with 
“ the certainty of its success, no sooner 
" felt the thermometer between his teeth 
"than he concluded the talisman was in 
“ operation, and in a loud burst of enthn- 
“ siasm declared that he already felt its 
“ benign influenco throughout his whole 
“ body. The opportunity was too tempt- 
“ ing to be lost. Davy did nothing more, 
“ bnt desired his patient to return on the 
“ following day. The same ceremony was 
“ repeated ; the same result followed ; and 
"a t the end of a fortnight he was dis- 
“ missed cured, no remedy of any kind ex- 
“ ccptthe thermometer having ever been 
“ used.” This was clearly a case of cure 
by Imagination, like that recorded at Erie, 
Pennsylvania, the other day. It is, how­ 
ever, of a piece with Perkins’ Metallic 
Tractors. Many years ago these appli­ 
ances were heralded as possessing marvel­ 
ous powers, chiefly magnetic, and many 
cares were ascribed to them. At length 
it occurred to a hospital physician to try 
an experiment. He got aome pieces of 
wood, painted them so as to resemble the 
Metallic Tractors, and had the satisfaction 
of producing with them all the beneficial 
effeots derivable from the genuine instru­ 
ments. 
Here again the Faith of the patients 
made them whole, and it is this Faith 
w hich is capable of producing the most 


truly wonderful changes upon the body, 
no matter whether the object ef it be the 
relic* of saints, the Metallic Tractors, the 
water of Lourdes, the image of the \ irgin 
at Knock, the thermometer of Sir Hum­ 
phrey Davy, or the supoeititiuns prayers 
of the Pennsylvania invalid. On one occa­ 
sion a condemned murderer was experi­ 
mented upon as follows : He was told that 
he was to be bled to death. Then he was 
placed upon a table, his eyes bandaged, 
and jetB of warm water arranged so as to 
trickle down his arms. Then he was 
pricked slightly over the veins of the arms, 
and the jeta of water being turned on he 
was led to believe that his warm blood was 
pouring from him. The doctors stood by, 
watch in hand, and affected to mark 
the successive changes ill his appearance. 
In a short time, however, these changes 
actually appeared, and as the water dripped 
so the man’s life really drained from him, 
and when the physicians pretended that he 
was dying of anemia he really was mori­ 
bund, and died before them, of nothing but 
the belief that he had been bled to death. 
Instances such as this are far more 
common than is perhaps generally sup­ 
posed. They go to show how very 
intimate is the connection between mind 
and body, and they appear to confirm and 
support the modern hypothesis which 
recognizes in what is called mind nothing 
more than a manifestation or function of 
organic matter. The subject, however, 
has not yet been sufficiently studied to 
deduce from the facts at command any­ 
thing like their fall significance. 


HISTORY REPEATING ITSELF. 
The Nation has been exploring Budd­ 
hist archa-ology. as illustrated in Fergus- 
son’s “ Tree and Serpent Worship,” and 
has discovered that the “ stars and stripes” 
in a somewhat modified form was a fa­ 
vorite banner some centuries before the 
present era, and that in its original aspect 
it represented “ the standard of Indra, 
“ the Lord of Heaven : the stars denoting 
“ the universe over which he rules, and 
“ the combined croeses the eight divisions 
“ of space.” And the Nation remarks: 
“ It is certainly one of the very remarka- 
“ ble coincidences which occur between 
“ Buddhism and modern history, that such 
“ a flag should have been adopted by the 
“ Sons of the Baca.-, united as a republic 
“ in 
India 
at 
this early period, 
" as 
a 
type 
of 
their 
combined 
“ nationality and righteous government.” 
These Buddhist coincidences have long 
perplexed students, for many of them are 
indeed each very close resemblances to 
more modern things that it is difficult to 
escape the suspicion of imitation. The 
identification of certain ancient sculptures 
in India has, however, completely settled 
the point of the superior antiquity of 
Buddhism to Christianity ; for the date of 
these sculptures has been found to be an­ 
terior to the Christian era—indeed they 
were old at the beginning of that era- and 
as they portray scenes in the life of Buddha 
they really afford better aud more con­ 
clusive evidence as to the relative age of 
the two faiths than a whole library of 
books could. That the Buddhists, and, 
as seeuiB probable, the pre*Buddhists, 
should have employed a flig very like 
the Btars and stripes as a sacred banner, 
is enrions and interesting, even if it tends 
to prove once more that there is nothing 
new under the sun. It is, however, still 
more curious that the people who here this 
flag were republicans ; that they belonged 
to a union of provinces or cities ; and that 
they called themselved the “ United 
“ Yajjis.” Buddha prophesied concerning 
these people, and there is a strange analogy 
between his prediction and Washington’s 
Farewell Address. He tells them that so 
long as they cling to freedom, reverence 
their political institutions, eschew faction, 
and maintain full liberty of speech, they 
will prosper and not decline. 
Tre 
** United Vajjia ” have long ages ago been 
extinguished, and though there are not 
wanting indications that the}’ were an en- 
terprismg and progressive people, they 
have left no mark apon history that can 
be clearly discerned to-day. Will some 
new race, twenty or twenty-five centalies 
hence, perhaps be speculating upon the 
significance of the long extinct people who 
once, as ancient history informs them, in­ 
habited a country called the “ United 
“ States” ? Or, which is by no means 
impossible, will the scholars of those days 
confound us with the still more distant 
“ Sons of Sacse ” who used to carry aloft 
the stars and stripes in honor of Indra; 
and will they conclude from the evidence 
at hand that the American people were 
all Buddhists, and direct descendants of 
the ancient Scythians ?

ANOTHER CRUEL BLOW. 


EGYPT. 
The Egyptian situation remains very un­ 
satisfactory. 
It is being learned that 
Arabi Pasha lied like a Bonaparte about 
the effects of the bombardment, causing it 
to be published that the forts had de­ 
stroyed and captured the whole of the 
British ironclads, and of course thereby 
encouraging those who believed the state­ 
ment. As, however, Arabi’s retreat from 
Alexandria was a stubborn fact which 
could not be made to harmonize with the 
story about the destruction of the fleet, it 
is, probable that the latter would not have 
obtained any credence but for the mys­ 
terious inaction of the conquerors. As it 
irf the rebellious Pasha has had plenty of 
time to invent whatever explanation 
suited him, and what is much more seri­ 
ous, he has had time to raise the natives 
upon the Europeans of the interior. When 
the tioal summing up of this affair is made 
we are afraid that Mr. Gladstone will find 
it difficult to escape responsibility both for 
the massacres at Alexandria after the 
forts 
had 
been 
silenced, aud for 
the massacres which have been the 
direct conseqaence of the British inac­ 
tivity since the bombardment. And uuless 
energetic measures are reeorted to for the 
purpose of repairing those blunders, it is 
highly probable that the remaining 
foreigners in Egypt will be sacrificed. As 
regards the action of the Porte, England 
will indeed be blind if she depends upon 
that, or if she hesitates to proceed with 
the fulfillment of her duty because the 
Porte is beginning to pretend to be willing 
to do something. Mr. Gladstone has put 
every European throat in Egypt in the 
utmost jeopardy, by his course so far. If 
now he abandons the helpless whom he 
has thus exposed to massacre, he will de­ 
serve at the hands of the civilized world 
execration not lees bitter than he himself 
uttered against the Turks a few years ago. 
In fact there ¡3 nothing for it now but a 


The law prohibiting the levying of polit­ 
ical assessments has been declared consti­ 
tutional by the Supreme Court of New 
York, to the utter disgust of General Cur­ 
tis, whose case was thus passed upon, and 
of the Stalwarts generally. They declare 
their intention to take the issue up to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, and 
we hope they will do so, for we have not 
the least doubt that the decision will be 
the same there. Congressman Hubbell 
and his Congressional Committee are find­ 
ing it impossible to bluster themselves out 
of the assessment business. The Civil 
Service Reform Association, led as it is by 
some of the best minds in the country, and 
financially responsible, is following the 
matter up, and has declared its determina­ 
tion not to drop it until the trne intent 
and scope of the law has been authori­ 
tatively declared. Meantime the evidence 
being brought forward to show that the 
“ machine” men have undertaken to ex­ 
tort money from widows, orphan children, 
and old and decrepit men, even conde­ 
scending to blackmail feeble old laborers 
receiving Si 25 per day, is having a very 
prejudicial effect upon the country, and 
losing friends to the champions of political 
blackmail everywhere. As the Courts also 
are against the Hubbellites, their look-out 
is somewhat dismal. The penalty in the 
case of General Curtis is a fine of $5,000, 
and we suppose the Congressional Commit­ 
tee would like to levy a political assessment 
upon all the clerks and Government arti­ 
sans to meet it with. 


DOING THINGS DIFFERENTLY. 
In San Francisco the other day a brutal 
ruffian who had beaten a girl almost to 
death was found not guilty by a jury. In 
Sacramento a brutal ruffian who had beaten 
a girl almost to death was yesterday sen­ 
tenced by the Police Judge to six months’ 
imprisonment in the County Jail, with 
work on the chain-gang. Of course there 
is no excuse for the existence of Buch 
marked difference in the administration of 
justice. The actual explanation lies in the 
fact that the San Francisco hoodlums have 
a system framed expressly to suit them­ 
selves. They can always demand a jury 
trial, and as they have the means of getting 
the kind of juries they want it is often im­ 
possible to convict them. The flagrant 
failure of justice in the San Francisco case, 
however, is sure to pro luce evil conse­ 
quences. Every cowardly ruffian in that 
city will think it safe to beat women, and 
we may be certain that this class of out­ 
rages will increase considerably in the near 
future. In this city, on the other hand, 
the brutal class will take warning from the 
punishment of their friend, and will be 
careful to avoid occurrences which bring 
with them such disagreeable results as six 
months on the chain-gang. It is we think 
to be regretted that woman-beating has not 
been punished by some peculiarly shameful 
penalty. 
Mere imprisonment does not 
seem to do justice to the men who are 
capable of such offenses as those we have 
been considering. 


THE SAKE DODGE. 
When Hubbell was driven into a corner 
on the political assessment business, he had 
recourse to the “ bloody shirt.” Affecting 
righteous indignation he turned upon Mr. 
Curtis and the Civil Service Reform Asso­ 
ciation, and declared that these assess­ 
ments were required to tight fraud and 
coercion at the South, and to prevent the 
Ku-Klux and the ballot-box stuffers from 
carrying everything before them. 
He 
therefore boldly declared his determination 
to go on collecting money from the widows 
and orphans aud paralytic cripples in the 
employ of the Government, in order to 
“ prevent these outrages ’' and to “ punish 
“ the criminals.” When we read of this 
dodge of Hubbell we are reminded of the 
tricks of our own Democratic demagogues. 
These latter, having neither character nor 
credit, issues nor standing before the peo­ 
ple, and having further committed them­ 
selves to an indefensible and injurious 
policy on the Sunday question, have 
adopted Hubhell’s tactics, and raised the 
“ bloody shirt” in the shape of Anti- 
Railroadism. They go about howling that 
they are the only reliable and genuine 
anti-monopoliBts, and that all others are 
impostors. They declare that they have 
but one desire, and that is to reduce 
freights and fares twenty per cent. And 
all the time everybody knows perfectly 
well that all they want is office, and that 
if they could get that they would trouble 
themselves as little with anti-monopoly as 
Mr. Hnbbell troubles himself about the 
mythical Southern outrages. The fact is 
that demagogues possess very little origi­ 
nality, and are always attempting the same 
old devices everywhere. 


NEEDS EXPLANATION. 
Why did the House, in Committee of 
the Whole, reject Bayne’s resolution ap­ 
propriating $25,000 for the maintenance of 
the Civil Service Commission ? Members 
of the Republican party, at least, will be 
called upon to explain this incomprehensi­ 
ble vote. Of course those members know 
that they are pledged, through their plat­ 
form, to support Civil Service Reform ; 
that their party is pledged to that issue ; 
that they cannot escape from the obliga­ 
tion. Presumably they are aware that 
public opinion in the country now demands 
Civil Service Reform, aud disapproves of 
the “ machine.” They are of course 
aware that the rejection of this appropria­ 
tion is a square slap in the face of the 
party and the country ; in fact that it is 
an act of positive treason to the party. 
These Congressmen have emphatically un­ 
dertaken to break down and destroy a 
policy which their party has declared in 
favor of. We trust that the constituents 
of every one of them will make a note of 
their conduct on this question, and will 
bring them to an accounting. It is the 
only way by which the devotees of the 
“ machine” can be made to understand 
that they are not entirely independent of 
public approval and criticism. 


THE TARIFF COMMI88ION. 
We observe an ominous tendency on the 
part of the Eastern telegraphic reporters 
to burden the wires with statements con­ 
cerning the doings of the new Tariff Com­ 
mission. We hope that it is not the pur­ 
pose of these sifted creatures to inflict 


upon the press of the country long stories 
of this kind. We express this hope be­ 
cause we are satisfied that the Tariff Com­ 
mission will not be of the slightest use to 
anybody, and because we are opposed to 
the encouragement of expectations which 
are destined to come to nothing. The 
Commission is not merely an imposition, 
but an imposition which has been adver­ 
tised as such. It does not contain a single 
member whose opinions on the subject are 
entitled to the slightest consideration, and 
even if it did the fact that it wa9 carefully 
and openly packed in the interest of Pro­ 
tection would divest its proceedings of all 
value and interest. We trust that it will 
be permitted to discharge its functions 
without any unnecessary notice. 


THE OHIO DEMOCRACY. 
The Ohio Democracy has no very heavy 
work before it this year, the highest officer 
to be elected being Secretary of State. It 
has, however, adopted a platform, in which 
the customary effort is made to carry water 
on both shoulders. Thus, while denouncing 
the Republicans for proposing to take 
taxes off the rich, it advocates “ a tariff 
“ levied to meet the actual needs of the 
“ country.” It will be observed that this 
does not mean the same thing as a tariff 
for revenue only. It can be altered to suit 
circumstances. 
If a little Protection is 
called for, there yon have it. If Free 
Trade appears to be rising in popularity, 
this plank can be interpreted to meet the 
demand. It is the same with the currency 
plank, and with all the others in regard to 
which there is any opportunity for trim­ 
ming. The Democracy evidently has lost 
the nerve to formulate distinct issues, and it 
can no longer be induced even to stand by 
the principles which are the only ones it 
ever deserved credit for maintaining. Re­ 
peated defeats and disappointments have 
emasculated the party, and it is good for 
little else than to afford a refuge for the 
stupid people, and to echo the policy of 
the Republicans. 


COAST AND STATE. 
Grading on the Northern Pacific Í9 now 
being vigorously prosecuted within a mile 
and a half of Helena. 
The latest report from the Crows are 
that the cattle-killing continues, and hunt­ 
ing parties are destroying wheat fields in 
Northern Wyoming. 
Says the Arizona Star : There are 7,000 
white people in Yavapai county. The re­ 
mainder of the enumeration consists of 
Indians, cayotes and cockroaches not 
taxed. 
On the sixty level of the Silver Lick, 
Eureka, a six-foot ledge of hard, yellow 
carbonate ore, carrying horn silver, has 
been struck, running from $300 to $800 
per ton. 
George Mentor, of Santa Ana, sold the 
fruit of five apricot trees for $55. Taking 
100 trees (the average) to tne acre, this 
would bring the receipts up to $1,100 to 
the acre. 
From all parts of the State come reports 
that the harvest is turning out better than 
was anticipated. The reports from the 
Salinas are particularly cheering, and it is 
claimed that valley will have the best sea­ 
son it has had for six years.—[Pajaronian. 
The oldest inhabitant of Los Angeles de­ 
clares that never before within his recollec­ 
tion have the mosquitoes been so numerous 
and vicious there as now. A thing to be 
noted is that the “ oldest inhabitant ” has 
the worst memory of any of the inhabit­ 
ants. 
The San Mateo Journal tells o? a wón- 
derful sawmill that makes a daily cut of 
22,000 feet, and cuts in a year 315,000,000 
feet. The daily cut is not very large, but 
the yearly amount prodigious. Must be 
more than 365 days in that mill’s calendar 
year. 
Los Alamos is harvesting her grain crop, 
and the most flattering results are reported. 
The rye has never yielded so largely as 
it has this season. Tne barley has turned 
out splendidly ; the hay crop is abundant, 
and the wheat gives a harvest which is 
largely in excess of lalt year. 
The Grass Valley Union of July 18th 
says : “ The ledge in the north drift of the 
Washington mine is now showing a width 
of seven feet, aud good-looking quartz at 
that—prospecting in free told and carrying 
largely in sulphurets. H. Pettijean has 
within a few days made an assay of quartz 
from the mine, which gave a*result of $482 
per ton, and the sulphurets $46 per ton.” 
There will be two parties of surveyors 
leave here about August 1st, known as 
Thompson’s geographical surveyors. They 
are employed by the Government to take 
geographical map surveys of the country. 
One party will go to Lassen and one party to 
Mount Shasta. Each party will consist of 
eight persons and will remain in the moun 
tains all summer, returning to Red Bluff 
to winter.—[Red Bluff Tocsin.

A temporary panle w*8 created on 
Wednesday evening at the Winter Gar­ 
den, one of the scenes in fcfe® 
act of the 
spectacular opera, “ vEoIia,” catching fire. 
The opera was continued to the end, a 
blank wall supplying the place of the de­ 
stroyed flat. 
On motion of counsel representing the 
forty-one Chinamen arrested o h Wednes­ 
day for violation of the laundry ordinance, 
their cases were postponed in the Police 
Court to await the action of the United 
States Circuit Court in the test case to be 
taken before that tribunal. 
Last Wednesday morning a colored wo­ 
man named Ellen Mears was taken to the 
Receiving Hospital for medical treatment, 
and it apoearing that she was a fit subject 
for the County’ Hospital, she was placed 
in an ambulance and sent to that institu­ 
tion early in the afternoon. 
When the 
hospital was reached it was discovered that 
the woman had died on the way. 
For want of prosecution, Judge Hunt 
has dismissed the case of James L. EofF 
vs. Leland Stinford, an action which was 
commenced in the late Fifteenth District 
Court in November 1S74. The plaintiff 
sued for the amount of $700, which he 
deemed reasonable compensation for ser­ 
vices rendered by him in training the trot­ 
ting horrfe Occident, and driving him in 
races against Goldsmith Maid on and about 
July, 1873. The defendant set up in his 
answer that EofF was bo careless, negligent 
and unfaithful that he forfeited all claim 
to compensation, and in a cross-complaint 
Governor S*anford sued for $5,000 dam­ 
ages. 
With the exception of taking a 
lengthy deposition of Budd Doble no other 
steps were ever taken in the ca3e. 
The annual meeting of the San Francisco 
Produce Exchange was called to order 
Wednesday morning by President David S. 
Cook, at the Exchange rooms, on Davie 
street. The President announced the re­ 
sult of the election for officers held on the 
preceding day, a« follows : 
President, 
Charles Clayton ; Vice President, W llliam 
Bibcock ; Treasurer, W. A. Bray ; Direc­ 
tors—H. Waterman, Willis m Dresbach, 
John Wightman, Jr., -Jackson Hart, II 
Deming and E. D. Kalisher ; Committee 
of Appeals—E. Ransom, R. P. Tenney, 
Frank Dalton, H. A. Mayhew and Thof. 
Newell. 
The report of Treasurer Bray 
showed as follows : 
Receipts from former 
Treasurer, $11.942 15; total receipts for 
the year, $35,457 47 : total disbursements, 
$7,826 41 ; balance on hand, $27,631 06. 
The cash on hand is deposited as follows : 
Sather & Co.’s Bank, $9,000; Savings 
Union, $6,037 58 ; S*vings and Loan As­ 
sociation, $5.121 29; Security Savings 
Bank, $4,629 56 ; coin, $2 04*2 63. In the 
disbursements are items of $229 55, for ex- 
pre88age of samples to Europe ; collecting 
and arranging samples, $246 23 ; grain for 
samples, $443 54. The retiring President 
read hi3 report for the y ear past, of which 
the following is a synopsis : Two were 
dropped from the roll for non-payment of 
dues. 
In conformity with a resolution 
adopted at a called meeting of the Associa­ 
tion, January 16:h, the Bo*rd of Director» 
amended the by laws, limiting the mem­ 
bership to 200 and increasing the initiation 
fee from $500 to $1,000 The result of this 
was that the limit was speedily filled, seats 
commanding as high as from $1,300 to 
$1,500, and the amount so collected aggre­ 
gated $15,500. 
In the opium case, on examination be­ 
fore the United States Commissioner, 
Chow Lam was again on the 6tand. The 
Court adjourned to the stamp-room of the 
Custom-house, and the witness, from 
twenty marked boxes of opium from Hong­ 
kong and as many more from the seized 
lot, picked out correctly each lot. Mr. 
Van Dozer remarking that he was some­ 
thing of a sleight-of-hand artist himself, 
rolled up his sleeves and thoroughly mixed 
the two lots agaiD , then separated them in 
even less time than it took the Chinaman 
to accomplish it. “ How do you do it, 
Van ?” burst forth from bis surrounding 
admirers, bat che vigilant attorney for an 
answer only grioned, and said it was not 
the time nor place to divulge the weighty 
secret. William McDermott, in whose 
boat the seized opium was found, testified 
that he had been a boatman on the bay for 
twenty years, and that during a portion of 
January last he was in the employ of 
James Kennedy. On the night of the cap­ 
ture he received the opium from his em­ 
ployer at Main street wharf, and was on 
his way to the City of Sydney with it 
when the boat was overhauled by the po­ 
lice boat. His instructions were to deliver 
it to a man on the Sydney who would 
stow it away. James Kennedy, the claim­ 
ant, testified that he obtained the opium 
from tne Ty Hung Company, at No. 1014 
Dupont street, paying for the same $3,400. 
It was hauled to the Main street wharf in 
five separate lots, and there placed in the 
boat. It was to have been delivered on 
board the City of Sydn2y for shipment to 
the Sandwich Island?. He admitted say- 
iny to the officers, “ Take it and let us 
go,” meaning for the officers to take the 
opinm, and they (the prisoners) would ac­ 
company them—the idea being that there 
was no use in delaying. 
An attachment suit which has just been 
begun in this city includes in its interests 
two men who have in different ways made 
themselves widely known in speculative 
circles—Jim Keene and John W. Pierson. 
The attachment is entered in the Record­ 
er’s office as “ H. Marion vs. J. R. Keene, 
lot 150x150/., on southeast comer of Geary 
and Stockton streets, $4».009.” The story 
of the causes leading np to snch a remark­ 
able proceeding as a $6,000 suit against 
a twenty-millionaire, and the owner of 
Foxhall at that, were related by the attor­ 
ney of the plaintiff to a reporter as fol­ 
lows : “ In October, 1876, Keene, who, 
as you know, was then speculating here on 
California street, told John W. Pierson 
that he had just bought one hundred thou­ 
sand acres of land in Mexico for $15,000, 
from Stratton and Denton, who are large 
holders of Mexican lands. Being a friend 
of Pierson’s, Keene kindly offered to let 
him in on one-third of it for $6.000, which, 
according to Keene’s figuring, was one- 
third of the purchase with expenses 
added. 
Thinking that 33,333.4 acres 
of 
Mexican 
land 
was 
a 
good 
thing to have in the family, Pierson gave 
Jim a check for the sum mentioned, re­ 
ceiving therefor the latter’s promise for a 
transfer of an undivided one-third interest 
in the Mexican proposition. Well, that is 
all he ever did receive. Keene has been 
absent from the city since January, 1877, 
and since that time Pierson has received a 
transfer for no part of the land, nor any 
part of the $6,009. We have inquired of 
S ration and Denton, and they say that 
they offered Keene the land, as stated, bnt 
he never purchased it. He paid $5,000 
down on the proposition, which, not com­ 
pleting his contract, he would have lost 
had he not received it back, with $1,009 in 
addition from Pierson, suIjmquently, for 
that mythical one-third. This is the case 
as we understand it, and as we have set it 
forth in our papers now on file. As Keene 
is now a non resident, we had to begin at­ 
tachment proceedings. We shall get an 
order of Court for publication of summons, 
which we will have personally served on 
Keene in New York. Pierson’s interest 
haB been assigned to H. Marioc, an Oak­ 
land man.’ 


A nother C anm datk.—Hon. John G. 
McCalluni is announced as a Republican 
candidate for nomination as Railroad Com­ 
missioner. He is a resident of Oakland, a 
native of Indiana. He was raised to hard 
work, saved his earnings, read law and 
was graduated. He carne to California in 
1854, settled in Kl Dorado county, and ed­ 
ited a paper and practiced law. He was a 
State Senator in 1856 7, I'resident of the 
Union American Convention in 1856, and 
of the Union Convention in 1864, and was 
placed at the head of the Union electoral 
ticket, lie resided at Sacramento as Reg­ 
ister of the Land Office in I860 71 ; re­ 
moved to Oakland in 1872 ; was sent to the 
State Senate by Alameda county, and also 
to the Constitutional Convention, in IS78.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


An Insect W hich P rey s U pon thk 
Uarva ok the Codling M oth.—About one 
year ago the late •James B. Saul, of Oak 
Shade orchard, Daviaville, reported to Mr. 
Cooke than ho had faund a number of pears 
in the 01 chard that apparently had beeu 
abandoned by the larva of the codling nicth, 
but did uot show the usual opening by which 
the larv¿ escapes. Considerable time was 
spent iavi.f?figating the subject, and they 
finally concluded that the larva was taken 
from it** burrow in the pear by a species of 
/ornara (ant) 
Mr. Saul was to have made 
further investigation and report. Unfortu­ 
nately, hi» death deprived tne fruit-growers 
of a report of his tuvestigatioD. Yesterday 
Mr. C H»k-) was at the orchard ot C. W. Keed, 
and finding some pears minus the larva, etc., 
mentioned the experience at Oak bhaoe t»» 
Mr. Reed, and in company they commerced 
investigations. In one section of the orchard 
they found some pears (Beurre-UIair/eau) 
that showed signs of the prtsenoe of larva ot 
codling moth, ard also noticed a number of 
ants ar mn i the calyx of the fruit. In every 
pear they found as described the larva had 
been taken cat. In order to have farther 
pro.f Mr. Cooke procured a pear in which he 
found a larva. He placed the larva on a leaf 
oo which there was an ant; result, the ant 
carried th*3 larva away. This is the first in­ 
stance in whieh Mr. Cooke has found an 
insect enemy of the codling moth. 
L a rv a (worm) in P e a c h e s.—Since our 
item last Wednesday concerning the peach 
worm considerable notice has been taken of 
the peaches in market; also those placed on 
table. Iu one instance at table several were 
found, and without doubt the pest is spread­ 
ing to an alarming extent. The egg is gen­ 
erally deposited uear the ¿tem of the fruit. 
The larv v (worm) when full grown measures 
about irve sixteenths of an inch in length. 
The rings of the thorax and abdomen are a 
smoky brown color; the suture* between 
them a dirty yellow. It is full grown in 
seventeen days. 
It remains in the peuna 
state eleven days ; the imago (math) measure 
about one-quarter of an inch ia length ; 
spread of wings, sever-sixteenths of an inch ; 
color, blueish gray. It belongs to the torfcri- 
ces, but has not be3n identified so far as we 
know. The pest can be detected by a small 
brown mark (castings) near the stem end of 
the fruit; in soma cases the larva has eaten 
into the pit (or stone) of the peacb. It can 
also be found in apricots. It is to be hoped 
that this pe.it will uot be allowed to spread 
by negligence, so that the value of the peach 
and apricot crop will be impaired. 
K n ig h to T em p lar.—To-day at 11:40 the

GENERAL LEWIS WALLACE. 
CUd MINISTER TO TURKEY. 
The present trouble in Fgypt, intimately 
associated ai it is with the interests of Turkey, 


has brought into particular prominence the 
name of General Lewis Wallace, oar repre­ 
sentative at Constantinople. General Wal­ 
lace is an able man, experienced in both war 
and Government, and distinguished himself 
ss a soldier duriDg the Civil War. He was 
born at Brook ville, Franklin county, Indiana, 
on the 10th of April, 1827, the son of Gov­ 
ernor David Wallace. He was reading law 
when the Mexican war broke oat. and when 
volunteers were called for gave up his books 
for the tented field. 
After the war, he 
began the practice of the law at Covington, 
Indiana, frcm whence he removed to Craw- 
fordsville. Between then and the beginning 
of the Civil War he served one term in the 
Senate cf Indiana. His first position in the 
Federal army was that of Adjutant-General 
cf Intiana. 
He was afterwards made 
Colonel, in which capacity he commanded at 
Romney, where he forced the Confederates to 
evacuate Harpfr’e Ferry. Soon a Brigadier- 
General, as atish he led a division at the 
capture of Fort Donelson. For this dis­ 
tinguished service he was made Major- 
General. He fought at Shiloh, saved Cincin­ 
nati from capture, and prevented Karly’s 
capture of Washington, by fighting the battle 
of M' i.rracy (Md.), July 9, 1864, which re­ 
sulted in his defeat, but gave General Grant 
time to reinforce the Capitol from City Point. 
General Halltck having deprived him of his 
command after this action. General Grant re­ 
instated him, and acknowledged in handsome 
terms the obligation which the country owed 
him in the saving of its capitol city from cap­ 
ture. He was subsequently Governor of 
New Mexico.

There is just at hand from the publishers, 
A- L Bancroft k Co., San Francisco, the 
massive volume by John S. Hittell on the 
•‘Commerce and Industries of the Pacific 
Coast," the advance sheets of which impressed 
us so much, as we stated in a former notice, 
with the importance of the work. 
An ex­ 
amination of it in its completed form has not 
lessened 
the 
favorable impression 
then 
formed ; but we must confers to some disap­ 
pointm ent at the method that has been pur­ 
sued in the detail of the work, which leads to 
the conclusion that the publishers, to insure 
a financial success, lowered the standard of 
M r. liittell's labors by making the work to 
an extent an advertising medium forgiven 
houses and trades and the laudation of certain 
men in business, presumably because they 
paid for the same. 
If in this respect we mis­ 
judge, it Is only to be said that the publishers 
will find it difficult to escaps the vtrdict of 
the general public to that eud, for the volume 
certainly conveys the impression indicated. 
W e are fully aware that it is next to 
impossible to speak of men and industries in 
such a volume, at this day, however dis­ 
interestedly, and not be liable to the sus­ 
picion that the men and the businesses named 
have paid for their favorable presentation. 
This may bé due to the suspicious character 
of our people, the most of whom hat e had to 
pay roundly for any mention cf their affairs 
in print, however worthy or however repre­ 
sentative of the industries aüd progress of 
the country. 
But if we throw all this kind 
of matter out of the consideration in hand, 
we still have a book of the most ifnportant 
character, one that fairly and correctiy, so 
far as it is possible now to judge, presents the 
commerce and the industries of this coast. 
Certainly the gathering of the statistical mat­ 
ter alone was a great labor, to say uoihiug of 
its intelligent arrangement, and the drawing 
from 
the 
same of the true and 
legiti- 
mace 
conclusions 
as 
to 
the 
prog­ 
ress 
we 
have 
made 
upon 
these 
Occidental shores. 
The book is a large 
quarto, and has over 800 pages. 
It is admir­ 
ably printed, and certainly is a credit to the 
publishers. 
But the chief credit belongs to 
the accomplished editor, who has the skill and 
the patience, together with the commercial 
knowledge, to fit him for so laborious a task 
as the compilation of such a vast mass < i 
m atter. 
T hat be has done his work well 
there can be no question. 
In a brief notice 
it is not possible to present the full scope of 
his important work, but an outline sketch of 
its salient points xuxy be made. 
It is divided 
into se ven grand divisions. 
The first treats 
of the divisions of the coast, climate, the 
great valleys, the territories, the seasons and 
the general character of the products of the 
country; also of the business that most 
largely engages attention, and the statistics 
thereof ; the lands and their availability to 
the 
intending 
settler; 
the 
lines 
of 
transportation, 
and 
their 
relation 
to 
the 
development 
of 
the 
country ; 
the labor supply and the wages question ; our 
factories and their products, and our relation 
to the crepetitive markets of Europe and the 
E \at in this regard. 
The second division 
treats of banking, and gives sketches of the 
leading banks and bankers, and presents the 
extent cf the business done in this line on the 
coast; the insurance business and some of the 
prominent men connected therew ith; the 
railroads of the coast, and the questions of 
political character oonuected with them, with 
some sketches of railroad builders and owners ; 
the express business; telegraphy, shipping 
and merchandising, and some of the leaders 
in these enterprises. The third division treats 
of agriculture, horticulture, the rai.-iag of do­ 
mestic animals on the coast, farming proper 
and some of the great farmers of the coun­ 
try . 
The fourth division treats of raining in 
all its phases. 
The fifth division is de­ 
voted to the fisheries of the coast, both 
bay, 
river 
and 
ocean, 
and 
herein is 
treated the canning business. 
Division six 
embraces engineering, harbor and river im­ 
provements, water works, inventions, etc. 
The seventh division of the book is given up 
to manufactures of all kinds, and to the ape 
cial presentation of some of the leading man­ 
ufacturing enterprises of the coast. 
There is 
an appendix devoted to the presentation of 
sometabies and some special notices. Through­ 
out all this mass of valuable m atter the per­ 
sonality of men is much intruded, and this, 
it must be confessed, lowers the work at first 
glance. 
In a few cases the relation of the 
men to the business of the coast is such as to 
make their personality a m atter of first im­ 
portance, but in most cases a purely commer­ 
cial work would avoid all such lines and con­ 
fine itself to facts, figures and conclusions. 
However, as we have already said, thft is not 
an insuperable objection, and the personality 
may be treated as%ue does the fly sheets in a 
guide-book. 
There are some very good 
illustrations in 
the work, 
and a very 
handsome map of the ¡State, and one of the 
State of Nevada. 
Mr. Ilittell has occasion­ 
ally treated of fact»as they exist now, rather 
than of possibilivies and policies. Thus, on 
the subject of irrigation, he is content to 
speak of irrigation works in operation, aud 
has avoided the deep questions of water rights 
and the be^t policy of the State in handling 
this important subject. 
Perhaps it was as 
well, for the whole m atter is in a state of 
confusion, and the commonwealth is in a de­ 
plorable dilemma with regard to the appropri­ 
ation of the waters of the State. 
B at on the 
question of land monopoly, on the other 
hand, Mr. H ittell has an opinion, and does 
not hesitate to express it freely, taking the 
oeition that there is no real land monopoly 
^ere, and that the cry is a demagogic one. 
H e holds that there is at least no such land 
monopoly as at all obstructs the poor rnan in 
his effort to obtain a home, or to darken the 
prospects of his posterity. 
So, too, on the 
railroad 
question, 
Mr. H ittell, 
after a 
thorough examination of the whole matter 
and a presentation of all the facts and tbe 
law, says that there can be no doubt in the 
unprejudiced mind as to the private owner­ 
ship of the transcontinental roads. 
**Tue 
subsidies were given or loaned on condition 
th at the recipients should build a road, to be 
owned and managed by them for their own 
individual profit. 
Nothing in the language 
of the statute conveys any other idea. The 
Central Pacific Railroad is as fully thairs in 
law and in equity as if built exclusively with 
their own money.” He pays a warm tribute 
to the railroad builders, and says at the com­ 
pletion of thsir task they might have retirad 
to ease and the enjoyment of wealth ; but in­ 
stead. they have remained in the harness, 
completing and extending their systeai of 
roads and devoting a large 6hare of their 
profits to new enterprises that are beneficial 
to the State and all the people thereof. 
Y et 
he says they have not been popular favorites, 
although it is admitted that they have done 
vast work in the advancement of the State and 
the developmentof its resources, and that it was 
far better that their company should have 
built the road than that it should have been 
constructed by several companies. 
He con­ 
cludes that when the dust of controversy shall 
have passed away, history will do them jus­ 
tice as the moat enterprising railroad builders 
of their day, and as men of remarkable ad­ 
ministrative talent and of moral character, 
least on a par with that of average re­ 
spectable business men. 
On the labor ques­ 
tion hir. Hittell is very positive in his views, 
and reciies the facta of all our troubles coi- 
rectly and draws legitimate conclusions, such 
as will he drawn by the unprejudiced student 
of the times, 
in short, wherever the matter 
treated is suacep'ible of being now judged, 
the author has not hesitated to iudge i t ; but 
in those cases where the facts are as yet at 
issue and the law is uncertain, he hesitate? to 
express any positive views as to the true pol­ 
icy of the State. 
He uses words, in the 
main, for all they are worth, and does not 
hesitate to call a Bpade a spade. 
Thus he 
speaks of tbe mania for the annexation of 
Mexico as a “ foolish longing,” and as the 
result of “ the brutal tendency to fUibustsr- 
ing ;” he declares that tbe new Constitution 
han placed upon capital “ burdens unexam­ 
pled in any other civilized community 
that 
if the poor were only well-informed on the 
subject, they would see that capitalists are 
not combined to oppress labor, but are in­ 
stead struggling against each other, and that 
the prices of labor cannot be controlled by 
any m »n or by any small clique of men ; that 
labor, lik-3 wisdom and hand honesty, is not 
susceptible of degradation; that if we wish 
to get a correct idea of the true condition 
©f 
the 
market 
on 
this 
coast, 
we 
m ust 
look 
at 
both 
sides 
of 
the 
< »inese question, and that there are two ‘•ides 
to i.t, he maintains with much vigor. 
But it 
is i .1 possible in the limits of this notice to 
even outline the discusdoa upon which he 
enters. 
Enough has been Baid to ah-iW the 
statistical value of this work, and to indicate 
Its worth as a commentary upon the c on- 
merce and industries of this coast. 
I hat it 
Will meet with a large sale cannot t>e doubted, 


and that it will be severely criticised by those 
to whose views it runs counter is equally 
true, but on the whole it is to be taken as 
certain that Mr. H ittell’s book will hold its 
own, and that time and reason will vindicate 
his positions. ' 
The California Publishing Company has 
sent from the press a small book entitled 
“ California Verses.” 
It it by Charles H. 
Phelps. 
Mr. Phelps has poetic quality in 
his composition, but as to its degree the cri­ 
tics will be likely to widely disagree. 
We 
think he is one of the most original of all our 
local poets, while he is less finished than 
many. 
But Mr. Phelps is more than a mere 
rhymster, and time will prove that his is true 
mettle. 
Originality is in itself bra ery in 
this day of imitation, and it betokens ability 
also. 
CoHpled with sense it gives as a result 
a product that commands respect, and Mr. 
Phelps’ p>em* will do that wherever they 
may be read. 
They are not great, but they 
are fresh and true, and by no means lacking 
in those qualities that evidence loftiness of 
purpose and the higher ranges of thought. 
But let extracts from the little book by a 
California poet speak for him : 
[From the poem “ At the Sum m it."! 
Not to the Southern savanna 
That pants for the clasp of the set, 
Nor yet to the peaks <>f Montana, 
Wrnte mitered in chastity 
But here, U my fairer Sierra, 
1 come like a child to thy breast, 
Confessing mv heart’s bitter error, 
Lamenting its burning unrest. 


Here only, O marvelous mountains, 
Sublimely serene and unmoved, 
I drink a new faith from thy fountains 
And feel my forebodings unproved. 
The stars they are neerer and kinder, 
The air seems clearer to sight. 
Ami worlds tha» await but the finder 
Are faint on the verge of the night. 


(From the poem “ Unattained.”! 
If I could catch one note of song 
From out the melody that streams 
In throbbing currents through my dreams, 
The w.»rld would cease its strife and wrong, 
And bend to hear with eager ear, 
And swear such music were divine 
That single note of mine. 


(From the jioem “ Mount Hamilton.” ! 
Miles to the southward, looking down 
On fertile fields and on gardened town, 
On orchards fragrant with almond blooms, 
And pastures drowsy with wild perfumes, 
A ser.tinel mountain stands alway, 
Guarding far, dreamlike San Jose. 


Here, as ages fly apace, 
Students will challenge the guards of space ;

“ Camps in the Rockies,” is the title of a 
most entertaining volume just issued from 
the press of Charles ¡Scribners Sons, New 
York, and at hand from W. A. k C. S.

is by \V. A. Baillie-Grohraan, author of

ranches of the West. This title quite suf­ 
ficiently describes the scope cf the book. The 
author is a traveled man, and evidently one 
of fine observant powers. 
That the reader 
will fully agree witn him in his estimate of 
the people of our far W est is not to be ex­ 
pected, nor should they, for in several respects 
he will be found to be in eiror, in judgment, 
as to m atters with which we all pride our­ 
selves upon being familiar. 
But it is well to 
see our land through others eyes, occasion­ 
ally. 
W e should be sensible enough to know 
that we are not our own 
best judges, 
and seldom good critics of ourselves. 
But 
the author of the book before ns is a sports­ 
man of mauy years’ standing. He has hunted 
for a quarter of a century in the best rangss 
of the world, and as a consequence hie narra­ 
tives have all the flavor of the true and ar­ 
dent sportsman’s recitals. 
He is a clear and 
a very interesting writer. 
He sees all that is 
worth seeing, and understands the value of 
detail without making his records heavy with 
them. 
He has an eye for the beautiful and 
a soul foi the lofty and inspiring in nature. 
His book as a consequence is one that is en­ 
tertaining, informatory and gracefully pano­ 
ramic of a wild and romantic region—a eec- 
tiou of onr country of which we have as mnch 
to unlearn as we have to learn before we un­ 
derstand it aright. 
W e are glad that this 
English eporteman ha* written this book, and 
believe it wi'l meet with a very cordial recep­ 
tion from that large class of American read­ 
ers who never tire in reading of the charms of 
the boundless West of our country. 
“ Floating M atter in the Air ” is the title 
of a book of essays, by John Tyndall. F. R. S. 
It relates to the questions of putrefaction and 
infection. 
I t is for sale by J. T. W hite k 
Co., of San Francisco. 
I t is quite unneces­ 
sary to remark upon any work from the pen 
of this distinguished scholar. 
The doctrine 
of the essays is on the baris of the trium ph of 
the antiseptic system of surgery, that recog­ 
nizes living contagia as the agents of putre­ 
faction. Tyndall says that the English sur­ 
geons, in acting on this theory in their hos­ 
pitals. were, for the most part, wiser than 
they knew. 
But then knowledge was still 
empirical knowledge; they knew that dirt 
was fatal, but why, few of them knew. Then 
came Lister and made all plain. 
Of these 
essays on this interesting sabject the third is 
the most important, as it btars on the germ 
theory of disease. 
Tne volume is one of the 
most profoundly im portant contributions to 
sanitary science of the day, and should be 
read by every physician in the land. 
I t is 
from the press of D. Appleton k Co., New 
York. 
Of the “ American Men of Letters ” series 
the latest is of Henry D. Thoreau, the great 
self-made naturalist, the

COLT. 


Losing one's tem per in so im portant a 
wgrk ia very hurtful. 
If you think it will 
not m atter, that it will all be forgotten, 
you are sadly m istaken. 
I t will not be 
forgotten, but will constantly act as a re­ 
minder of the untrustw orthiness of the 
man. Begin early with your colt aüd never 
contradict yourself to him, and he will 
think it is all right ; th at he has to do w hat 
you require of him. 
V\ hat you do in the 
way of teaching or breaking, do it gradu­ 
ally—m ildly, of course—and w ith conti- 
dence ; this will inspire confidence in re­ 
turn. 
Thus get him used to the harness, 
saddle, etc., by degrees; first, by a part of 
the harness, and so on. 
By and by he will 
have reached the full attainm ent, and he 
will hardly know how, only th a t he is to 
abide by it ; it will be seen as a m atter of 
course. 
But if a \icious tit takes him 
while training, you m ust hold him as w ith 
a vise, and let him know th at resistance is 
entirely useless. 
Flinch once and he will 
w ant you to flinch again, and he will 
endeavor, and harder 
than before, 
to 
have it so ; but if he have no excuse, the 
way 
will 
soon 
be 
clear 
to 
you. 
Make your colt w hat you w ant of him as a 
horse. 
He is an instrum ent, and you are 
to fashion him as you w ant him. 
If for 
farm work, you do not w ant him for a 
tro tter ; if for a trotter, not for a racer. If 
you w ant him for heavy farm work alone, 
he m ust be treated somewhat differently 
from w hat is necessary for a mere roadster, 
and vice versa. 
For a saddle horse or a 
lady’s horse you w ant something different 
still. 
If he is high tem pered you m ust 
treat him differently from a horse w ith a 
mild disposition, and so on. 
You m ust 
know your horse, and know w hat you 
want him f o r ; then make him so c h ; 
shape the instrum ent to your purpose. Be­ 
gin early ; at birth is not too early ; hints 
aod signs have an effect—and these go 
through life. 
I t takes tim e and patience 
to do it. 
I t m ust be gradual, growing 
work. 
The colt m ust grow in his training, 
as in his years ; it will be nature w ith him 
then, and he will w ant to do th a t only ; in 
fact he knows only to do th a t—this makes 
him reliable. 
The man, who is a humane 
and intelligent man, has made him so ; and 
he will treat him w ith discretion; work 
him w hat he can really bear, and what, 
mainly, he loves to do. 
He will, there­ 
fore, last at least a third longer. 
He will 
do good service till a ripe old age, while 
others, w ith hard treatm ent, are worn out 
at w hat should be their prim e.—[Indiana 
Farmer.

THE QUEEN. 


H O W 
THE 
GREATEST 
OF 
WOMEN 
SOVEREIGNS RECEIVES. 


Commanded to W indsor—WLat It Means 
—Ck remo Dials of R oyalty— 
Guest and Host. 


The t¿ueen of England never resides at 
W indsor Castle for more than four m onths 
in each year, and it is only during th at pe­ 
riod th at her M sjefty can be said to live in 
sovereign state. 
The rigid etiquette of the 
Koglish court is never relaxed at W indsor, 
but ¿.t Balmoral and Oaborne it is a com­ 
paratively quiet life, w ith no gueets except 
an occasional M inister or member of the 
royal family, with hardly a ceremony in a 
month, and with a reduced court, for, ex­ 
cept for an odd day or two for special oc­ 
casions, the Queen never takes either lords 
or grooms in w aiting to her private resi­ 
dences. 
W hen at W indsor, on the con­ 
trary, the castle is an alm ost perpetual 
stream and scene of hospitality. 
M inis­ 
ters, embassadors, the “ old nobility,” no­ 
table personages of every description, and 
mem bers of the royal family, are coming 
and going alm ost daily ; an I not a week 
passes but there is some ceremony of state, 
involving the attendance of the great otii- 
cers of the household. 


TO W INDSOR, 
Invitations to W indsor were formerly 
for two, aud sometimes three, nights, which 
gave the guest the opportunity of having 
some quiet conversation with the Queen, 
and allowed tim e for him to view the m ag­ 
nificent collection of pictures and objects 
of art w ith which every part of the castle 
is crowded, or to pass a few hours in the 
library, which contains a very tine selec­ 
tion of books and prints. 
Of late years, 
however, ordinary invitations have been 
for one night only—an arrangem ent which 
precludes the possibility of the visitor en­ 
joying ^himself as he did form erly, and 
which is positively di-advantageoos to the 
Qaeen, as when on the intervening day the 
guest used to be conducted to tho aviaries, 
kennels, farms and gardens, it often tran s­ 
pired th at at hom° he possessed seme bird, 
dog, beast, im plem ent or plant which was 
not to be found íd the royal domain ; and 
when this was the case, permission was 
usually requested to be allowed to supply 
the deficiency, so th at in this way the 
Queen received a great num ber of valuable 
presents. 
Invitations new are m erely to 
dine and sleep, and they are usually sent 
by Sir John Cowell, the M aster of the 
Household, but occasionally from the Lord 
Cham berlain’s office. As a rule, very short 
notice is given. 
A command (which it is, 
de facto) has been known to reach a guest 
late in the afternoon of the very day on 
which he was expected a t the castle. 


IIOW TO GO. 
Royal guests leave Paddington either at 
5 or half-past G o’clock. 
On arriving at the 
visitors’ entrance of the castle, they are re ­ 
ceived by the pages of the chamber, who, 
after consulting a table on which each per­ 
son’s location is w ritten out, conduct the 
guests to their respective apartm ents. The 
visitor’s rooms are spacious, warm and 
thoroughly com fortable; they are hung 
w ith interesting pictures, and each contains 
a large bath, with a perpetual hot and cold 
supply. 
If the guest is known to any one 
in waiting, he will probably be speedily 
looked up by hip friend ; if he is acquaint­ 
ed w ith a lady of the household, he may be 
bidden to drink tea w ith her. 
In any case, 
he probably receives a visit from Sir John 
Cowell. 
A bout half-past 7 o’clock it is 
tim e to prepare for the Q jeen ’s dinner 
party, as it is india^i niable to appear at the 
royal dinner table in full dress. 
The old 
and ugly W indsor uniform is usually worn 
by those who have a right to it. 


A R RIV ED . 
Soon afterS the visitor lind9 his way into 
the grand corridor, where the dinner com­ 
pany assemble. 
This noble gallery, which 
extends all around the quadrangle, is hung 
from end to end w ith pictures, and is tilled 
w ith cabiuets of china, vases, and other ex ­ 
quisite objects. 
I t would look splendid 
w ith the electric light, but at present it 
is eparsely illum inated w ith lamps. 
The 
cabinets and the portraits are the special 
features of the gallery, which, of course, are 
never shown to the public. 
There are p ar­ 
ticularly adm irable portraits of Mr. C an­ 
ning, Mr. P itt, Lord Thurlow, and A rch­ 
bishop M arkham , and close to the entrance 
to the dining-room is a portrait of Lord 
Beasonstield. 
B ut it would take hours 
even to give a cursory glance a t the con­ 
tents of the corridor. 


T H E CH IN A. 
The collection of china Í9 unique. There 
is a little cabinet of Rose du Barri, of 
which it is said by a connoisseur th a t if 
put up at C hristie’s, the first bid would be 
£20,000. 
I t is rather a blot th at there are 
several daubs of notable events in the 
Queen’s 
reign, principally of 
domestic 
order, and it is a pity th a t these are not 
relegated to a back room. 
Oae or tw o of 
them are interesting from the portraits, 
especially one of the Queen’s first Council, 
which includes almo3fc every em inent man 
of th at period. 
Charles Greviile is particu­ 
larly good in the picture. 


T ÍIE QUEEN ENTERS. 
Shortly after half-past 8 the Queen en­ 
ters from her own private apartm ents, fol­ 
lowed by Princess Beatrice. 
H er M ajesty 
speaks a word or two to the visitors, and 
then all go to dinner. 
The private dining­ 
room, which opeD3 from the corridor, is a 
mofit comfortable apartm ent. 
Tne Q jeen 
always lunches in this room, and dines 
there when her party does not exceed six­ 
teen. 
The further side is alm ost all w in­ 
dow, looking into the quadrangle. 
The 
walls on eaou side of the donr aie covered 
w ith splendid tapestry, which was pre­ 
sented to W illiam IV. by Louis Philippe. 
There are only two pictures—the Qaeen (by 
Angeli) at one end, and the Duernas of 
Edinburgh at the other. 


TU B D IN N ER . 
The dinner is always very good, the 
carte being well conceived and well ex­ 
ecuted, and the diners excellently served. 
On the menu the name of the cook who is 
responsible for each dish is w ritten oppo­ 
site to it, so th a t praise and blame can be 
equitably 
dispensed. 
Champagne 
and 
claret are the wines usually taken. 
There 
is a large cellar of very fine old port at the 
castle, but very little is now consumed ; 
nor is Rherry (which was the favorite wine 
of W illiam IV ) in great request. 
In 
Prince A lbert’s tim e Tokay always ap­ 
peared, R8 he invariably drank one glass 
after dinner ; and as a supply was sent 
every Christm as by the Em peror of Aus­ 
tria, he got the best th at could be had. 


T H E D IN IN G ROOM. 
The royal dining room is quite a brilliant 
spectacle, and the first tim e a visitor “ has 
the honor of dining,” he is very likely to 
lose his dinner while looking rnnnd the 
room. ^ John Brown, in full H ighland 
dress, is Btationed behind the Queen’s 
chair, and occasionally the other “ personal 
servant,” Lohh-in (who was Prince A lbert’s 
confidential valet) is also to be seen hover­ 
ing about. 
There are footmen in their 
state liyeriep, pages and cellarm en in their 
respective uniforms, and the clerks of the 
kitchen, who carve at the side table. 
On 
ordinary occasions th^y are in plain black 
w ith knee breeches, but at- large dinners 
they appear id their uniforms. 
W hile the Q icen is dining, the ladirs 
and gentlem en of the household are taking 
their meal in the large dining-room under 
the presidency of Sir John Cowell ; this 
room opeae into the first of the three priu- 
cipai drawing-rooms, and is at tho north­ 
east corner of the castle, so d th e finest 
view from the whole place is obtained 
from its w indows. 
The Qaeen dines here 
wh n she has a party of from tw enty to 
th irty. 
On tho very rare occasions when 
the num ber is still larger, aud it becomes 
an affair of a state banquet, St. Go rge’s 
H all is used. 


TFIH QUI.CN LXAVE3 
The room w ith tho ladies, and in tw o or 
th ree m inutes tho gentlem en follow, and 


then comes the only personal intercourse 
th a t takes place oetween a guest and the 
host, as H er M ajesty remains in the corrí 
dor for perhaps half an hoar, and converses 
for a few m inutes w ith each visitor in suc­ 
cession, after which she bows to the circle 
and retires. 
The guests and household 
then adjourn into the crimson or green 
drawing-room (there is some wonderful 
Chippendale work in this room, which 
would be the despair of ordinary dilettanti 
if they could see it), and the evening closes 
w ith music and whist. 
These rooms con­ 
tain num erous cabinets of 


PRICELESS CHINA. 
The Qaeen pisses the evening in conversa­ 
tion w ith Princess Beatrice, or in reading 
or w riting, or in listening to a reader, 
either in her own sitting-room or in the 
adjoining one, which was formerly used by 
Prince 
A lbert. 
Both 
are 
invariably 
lighted up. 
Candles are used for the illu­ 
mination of her M ajesty’s private rooms. 
There is an excellent billiard-room, where 
smoking is allowed and cooling drinks are 
to be obtained. 
The idea th a t the regula­ 
tions as to smoking are of inconvenient 
stringency is quite illusory. 
There are 
smoking-rooms not merely for the house­ 
hold and gueBts, but for the upper and 
ordinary servants. 


RESTRICTIONS. 
I t is impossible to grant liberty to guests 
to smoke in their rooms, as the next per­ 
son m ight dislike the smell, and after a 
night’s occupation by some of the German 
visitors one would fiad an atm osphere capa­ 
ble of curing a W estphalia ham. 
In the 
morning there is daily service at 9 o’clock 
in the private chapel, conducted by the 
Dean of W indsor, but as visitors áre ex­ 
pected to leave by the 11 o’clock train they 
have quite enough to do to get their break­ 
fast comfortably, unless they are very- 
early. 
There are two breakfast tables go­ 
ing on, and the meal can be obtained in 
one’s own room if wished. 
I t is etiquette 
th at the Queen invariably breakfasts in 
private, and either alone or only w ith per­ 
sons of the blood royal. 


SHE DRIV ES. 
H er M ajesty rarely appears before 9. 
If it is tine then the Qaeen drives to Frog- 
more in an open carriage, aDd there break­ 
fasts in the house, 
unless the w eather is 
very hot, when her M ajesty takes the meal 
in a ten t on the lawn, and reads her private 
letters and newspapers. 
The Queen never 
takes up a newspaper th a t has not pre­ 
viously been perused by a lady in waiting, 
who m arks all the passages which Bhe 
thinks would interest her M ajesty, who is 
supposed to look at nothing th a t is not 
m arked. 
A fterw ard the Qaeen goes to 
another room or to another tent, and pro­ 
ceeds to the business of the day. 


BUSINESS. 
There are seldom less than tw enty, and 
often more than th irty , boxes to be gone 
through, and a groom is kept constantly 
ridiüg between the Qaeen at Frogmore and 
Sir H enry Ponsonby at the castle. 
There 
are dispatches, S tate papers, letters from 
M inisters, and, w hat are quite as trouble­ 
some, ten thousand tiresome trifles, each 
one of which m ust be carefully gone into 
aud decided upon, to say nothing of private 
business of every description. 
A fter about

family who are at the castle ; and, unless 
there is any ceremony of state appointed 
for the day, they afterw ard take a walk in 
the sunk garden or on the slopes, and later 
go out for a drive. 
On their return they 
retire for a little necessary rest before pre­ 
paring for dirner, which brings the day’s 
visitors. 
The only part of the Queen’s 
daily routine which never varies is the 
morning work, which comes as regularly as 
th at of any clerk in the city, and every­ 
thing is done by her M ajesty w ith con­ 
scientious thoroughness.

The Queen looks into everything herself, 
and the public have little idea of the pro­ 
digious num ber and variety of the subjects 
which come before her for decision. 
I t is 
an axiom among all who have served the 
Qaeen th at if they can only get th eir c3se 
looked into by her M ajesty strict justice is 
assured. 
A t W indsor her life is inore la­ 
borious than elsewhere, from the incessant 
visitors and ceremonies, and the impossi­ 
bility of getting away from the pomp and 
pageantry of a court.

castle as the innum erable s< ntries, who are 
everywhere to be seen, and whose m onot­ 
onous tram p never ceases along the cast 
terrace, underneath the windows of the 
private apartm ents.—(London T ruth.

t u t t e d S tale» S en a te. 
W a shing to n, July 21st— McMillan rub- 
mit’ed a conference report on the river and 
harbor bill, and stated that an agreement had 
been reached up >n all its a trend menta except 
th-^e relating to the Potomac flats, I leone* 
pin and Chesapeake Canals and the Missis­ 
sippi river appropriati ns, the controversy 
upon the latter being as to amount. 
He said 
the conferees recommended concurrence. 
The report was agreed to by a vote of 41 
to 12. 
bo. n after 4 o’clock the Senate resumed 
consideration of the House revenue bilL 
Allison and Logan protested against the 
adoption of the report, as jeopardizing four 
items upon which agreement had not been 
reached, and which they regarded as estential 
features of the bill. 
A long debate ensued. 
Logan hoped that all the Senate amend­ 
ments would be iasi-ted uj>on and sent to 
another conference. 
He criticised the report 
as endangering the items which were of more 
value than the whole bill. 
Ferry and Garland discussed the effect^ of 
the vote adopting the report, and agreeing 
that t in would refer to the new conference 
only the items in dispute, and that all others 
would be disposed of. 
Ingalls charged that the Senate conferees 
had taken special care that all the amend­ 
ments were for the benefit of their own State*, 
and ignored all those for other States, which 
were of greater necessity and importance. ^ 
The correctness of this statement being 
challenged by McMillan, a long controversy 
between the two Senators followed. 
Ingalls quoted the action of the conference 
in favor ot sundry items increased for rivers, 
etc., in North Car lina, Texas and Michigan, 
as represented by Hansom, of the conferees, 
and Coke and Conger, ef the Commerce 
Committee, respectively, and McMillan de­ 
nounced the arraignment as udjustifiable and 
ungen tlemanly. 
After remarks by Kellogg in favor of re­ 
jecting the report, with a view to maintain­ 
ing the Mississippi river appropriation, and 
by Beck, Uawes, Plumb and Saunders, Ran­ 
som and Coke defended the conference report, 
and it was finally adopted—41 yeas to 12 
nays—and McMillan, Jones of Nevada aud 
Ransom were reappointed conferees. 
On motion of Logan, the House amend­ 
ment to the Senate amendment to the pen­ 
non appropriation bill was concurred in. 
The bill now goes to the President. 
The Senate then resumed consideration of 
the House revenue tax bill. 
Upon Bayard’s suggestion, snuff was in­ 
cluded in the provisions already adopted, fix­ 
ing the rate on manufactured tobacco at 12 
cents per pound. 
Bayard suggested the propriety cf retain­ 
ing the stamp tax on matches. 
Conger explained that a discount of 10 per 
cent, is allowed by the present law* on all 
purchases 
of stamps exceeding $500 in 
amount, which would have the effect of 
creating a monopoly in match manufacture, 
as small dealers could not afford to pay these 
large amounts, and were driven out cf the 
business. 
Aldrich spoke of the universality of the 
match tax, to show that it was one paid by 
the people, and argued that its retention was 
in the interest of monopoly. 
The amendment of Bayard, retaining the 
match stamp tax, was rejected—ayes 8, 
noes 45. 
Without disposing of the first section an 
adjournment was ordered by ayes 29, noes 
2ti—a party vote, except that Kellogg, with 
Davis of Illinois, voted aye with the Demo­ 
crats. 
Bayard (by request! introduced a bill au­ 
thorizing Samuel L M. Barlow and Orazio 
Lugo, of New York, Albert G. Bugby and 
Wm. M. McAllister, of Pennsylvania, and 
their associates, to Lv a submarine cable be­ 
tween the United States and Europe. 
Re­ 
ferred. 
Adjourned. 
H ou»e o f Representatives. 
W a s h in g to n , July 21st. — Robinson of 
New Jersey, rising to a point of privilege, 
referred to the remark of Robeson about his 
(Robinson’s) deafness. 
That remark was un­ 
called for and UDgentlemar ly. 
Providence 
had indicted upon him a hardness of hearing, 
and he attributed it somewhat to the fact of 
bis sitting so near the gentleman from New 
Jersey. 
He knew one gentleman more to be 
pitied than himself, and that was a certain 
gentleman who had fastened on his facs the 
charge cf bring a “ liar, thief and perjurer,” 
and who had been the only member who had 
not heard it. 
Page submitted a conference report on the 
river and harbor bill. The report (a disagree­ 
ing orn) was adopted, and a new conference 
wa« ordered. 
Hiscock of New York submitted a confer­ 
ence report on the general appropriation bill. 
The report states that all d:ff rences between 
the two homes have been reconciled, except 
that relative to the mileage of Senators for 
the extra session. 
The recommendations of the Committee on 
Conference were adopted as far as the items 
not disputed were concerned. 
The House—98 to GO—refused to recele 
from its disagreement to the Senate amend­ 
ment relative to the mileage of Senators. 
Among the amendments of the Senate 
agreed to is that for the payment of the phy­ 
sicians for attending Presideut Garfield. 
A further c inference was then ordered, 
and a committee 
consisting of Hiscock, 
Robeson and Cox of New York was ap­ 
pointed. 
Hiscock asked and received the unanimous 
consent to have the Conference Committee 
incorporate iu the bill an item of $6.928 to 
supply the deficiency ia the appropriation for 
the payment of the salary and mileage of 
members of the Forty-serenth Corgress. 
Bingham of Pennsylvania called up the 
bill to modify the money-order system. 
[It 
provides for issuing a postal note at a charge 
of three cents for transmission through the 
mails of a sum less than 85; that a money 
order shall not be issued for more than $100, 
and that the fees be as follows: For orders 
not exceeding $10, eight cents; exceeding 
$10 and not exceeding $15, ten cents ; $15 to 
$30, fifteen cents ; $30 to $40, twenty cents ; 
$40 to $50, twenty five cents ; $50 to $G0, 
thirty cents; $00 to $70. thirty-five cents ; 
$70 to $80. forty cents ; $80 to $100, farty- 
five cents ] The bill passed, after the rejec­ 
tion of some amendments. 
Townshend of Illinois offered an amend­ 
ment, which w<*« ruled out on a point of 
order, reducing letter postage to two cents, 
and abolishing pcstage on eec^nd-clajs mail 
matter. 
The next bill considered and passed was 
the Senate bi 1 to designate, classify and in­ 
dex salaries of rersona in the railway mail 
service. [It divides them into five classes, 
with salaries of from $800 to $1,400.] A 
formal amendment will render necessary its 
return to the Senate. 
The Senate bill was taken up authorizing 
the Postmaster-Geieral to extend post routes 
for a distance of twenty-five miles beyond 
either terminal point when the mail service 
may be thereby i nproved, providing that not 
more than one extension shall be made dur­ 
ing any contract; term. 
Lacy of Michigan offered an amendment 
providing that whenever a contractor ior the 
postal service fails to commence or continue 
the proper performance thereof, the Post­ 
master General may employ temporary ser­ 
vice, the cost of which shall be charged to 
the contractor until ho resumes the perform­ 
ance of his contract, or until the contract 
can be relet. 
The bill as amended was then passed. 
The bill passed to fix the con.psnaxfcion of 
fourth-class Postmasters. (It provides that 
in no ease shall there be allowed any Post­ 
master cf this class a compensation greater 
than $250 in any one of the first three quar­

Bingham of Pennsylvania, from the Com­ 
mittee on Postoffices and Post Roads, report­ 
ed a bill providing that whenever it U in cea- 
aary to increase the speed upon which the 
mail is carried under contract on any poet 
route, the service shall be readvertised for 
the shorter schedule required. Placed on the 
calendar. 
A lso, providing th at no bidder for new ser­ 
vice shall be required to furnish w ilh b is bid 
or proposals a check or draft.

g r an ville’s instructions to d c f f e r in . 
London, July 21*t.—A long dispatch from 
the Earl of Granville to Lord Dufferin, Log- 
fish Embassador at Constantinople,^ dated 
July 11th, ia now published. 
After indors­ 
ing the bombardment of Alexandria, the dis­ 
patch states that “ Her Majesty’s Govern­ 
ment now sees no alternative out recourse to 
furce to put an end to the intolerable state of 
aff»irs in Egypt. It would be most in accord­ 
ance with the principles ot international law 
that such force should be that of the sovereign 
power over Egypt. 
It this ia impracticable 
on account of the unwillingness of the Sultan 
to act, it will become necessary to devise 
other means. 
Her Majesty’s Government 
continue to hold the view that any interven­ 
tion should represent the united action and 
authority of Europe.” 
They heve in fact no 
interests or objects in regard to Egypt, incon­ 
sistent with these of the rest of the European 
or the Egyptian people. 
Their desire is that 
the navigation of the canal shall be unre­ 
stricted, and that Egypt shall be well and 
quietly governed, free from the predominating 
ii fluence of any single power; that inter­ 
national engagements shall be observed, and 
that those British commercial and industrial 
interests which have been so largely developed 
in Egypt shall derive due protection from 
outrage. 
This is a principle which is essen­ 
tial for our interests in all parts of the world. 
Their policy has been consistent; they have 
legally kept their engagements with France 
and have been anxious that the other powers 
should be informed and consulted on £.11 mat­ 
ters materially affecting their position in that 
country. 
The action which their Admiral 
has been compelled to resort to has not 
altered their views. 
HALF-HEARTED SUFPORT FROM THE KHEDIVE. 


A lex a n d r ia, Julv 21st.—Two regiments 
of the Khedive’s Egyptians have been or­ 
dered to defend Damietta and Rcssetta. The 
Egyptian authorities join in a very half­ 
hearted way in the kfforts to restore order 
and to punish criminals. 
They seem anxious 
that the English should bear r.ll the odium 
of such measures. 
Among the officers, the 
men composing the entourage of the Khedive 
are regarded with great suspicion, and it 
may eventually be necessary to arrest several 
of them for treasonable communication with 
Arabi. 
The Khedive’s position is a very 
difficult one, but it would be far better than 
it is were he to adopt a more decided and 
straightforward course. 
It is feared that the 
news of the coming of the Commission from 
Cairo will open the door to fresh talk of 
diplomacy, intrigue and procrastination. 
MASSACRES NEAR CAIRO.

A second proclamation of Arabi says the 
Khedive has imprisoned his ministers at 
Alexandria in order that they may beinstru 
ments in English hand*. The telegrams dis­ 
patched by Ragheb Pasha, authorizing the 
cessation of military preparations, were forci­ 
bly extorted from him, and are, therefore, 
invalid.
